Clark in a letter sent last week to the N'ati.. ri- 
al c oinmittee on Gas and Electric Service, the American lilectnc 
Kailwav Association, and the Association of Railroad Execiitives. 
I liairniaii Clark jxiints t>ut that a sustained period of car shortagfe 
later will result possibly in a repetition of the conditions in coal 
Mijjply that prevailed last summer. 

"As yoit doubtless know." he said, "the production ami shipment 
of biluniiuous coal has been and is <lisappoinliu.<i-ly low N'ou. of 
course, recall the dilficulties of last year duriny; late smnmer and 
fall which gfrew.out of the fact that here had been a general inclina- 
tion to buy and provide necessary supplies earlier in the season.

that you brinj; the matter actively to the attention of the members
